Windy Valuations. 

New York city taxing officials oharge 
up sums ranging from $10,(KX) to $50,000 
of personal, tax agalnet people doing 
business In that city, and this oharge is 
often made without knowledge of the 
circumstances of the person so taxed. 
Out of town residents are compelled to 
go to the tax office in New Yoi'W and 
make affidavit that they are not real* 
dents of the city and swear off the as¬ 
sessment. The New York texlog office 
sends notice to tax officials of the place 
where the man claims residence of the 
amount of tax swora off. The taxing 
officials of this town reoelved tome of 
thee# a otiose. One was that of a party 
claiming residence here who sworn off s 
personal proparty assessment of $40,000 
in New York city end another was Iot 
$ 10,000. Investigation was made and it 
was found that the $10,000 w4a that of a 
youth residing with hie parents and 
having no property of hie own. The 
other case.was that of a new-comer and 
whose personal property amounted to 
about $500. In the returns made to the 
County Board of Taxation last week the 
tax officials of Orange reported having 
received euon notices from the New 
fork tax iffice and promptly slapped 
them Into their duplicate. If the bIx 
million increase In Orange Is made up of 
mueh of euoh stuff there is not much 
credence to be attaehed to tbs figures.

Tax Assessor Maximilian M. Mobor of

Taxation agalnet the returns eent in by 
Bloomfleid, which adjoins Orange. Or¬ 
ange returns show an lnorease In vaiu 
afelone of $6,209,971, or 54 per oeDt., 
while Bloomfield only Increased 6 per 
bent., or $387,902. Wm. F. Poueher 
chairman of the East Orange Board of 
Assessors, who returned from Aebury 
Park Tuesday, also Intimated that East 
Orange would protest agalnet the re¬ 
turns from Orange. East Orange shows 
a raise of 91 per cent., or $18,675,700. 
Mr. Poueher said Orange’s figures were 
rldlcuioue. It le figured that East Or¬ 
ange’s tax rate will be about $1.50 this 
year, agalnet $2.45 last year and $2.73 
the year previous. 

1 The Orange assessors think they have 
done about all that can be reasonably ex 
peeted by adding more than $6,000,000 
to the levy. The Publlo Service CJoipor 
atlon, which has oar bams in East Or¬ 
ange, has been raised, and in Orange the 
Lackawanna Ballrsad’s tax was raised 
about $60,000. 

The Orange assessor* got after a num¬ 
ber of New York men living in Orange 
who bad sworn off taxes in the metrop¬ 
olis, on the ground that their property 
was in Orange. In one- case a man told 
the Tax Board he was liable for $500 In 
personalty. Tbs board found he bad 
sworn off $15,000 In New York, and he 
will have to pay on that amount. In an- 
another case $30,000 wae assessed 
agalnet a man, that being the amount be 
had sworn off in New York.

Ever einoe the “bishops’ bill** 
passed at tbe recent session q| 
Legislature in reference to 
traffic, there has been a great 
discussion In ths nswspa 
interested parties about the ooagtitu- 
ttonality of ths fifth section of the bill, 
whereby the appointing of 
mlssiooers by the mayors of su 
cities in ths State was taksn sway;from 
them end coaferrod on the judges if the 
Gomroon Pleas Courts is ths 
oouotlss. The members of ths o$d 
else board of Jersey City, who were 
appointed by Mayor Fagan, wee* de¬ 
cidedly opposed to the fifth section of 
the new liquor law, as it would oust 
them from office. Therefore they were 
determined to contest Its constitution¬ 
ality, and made application to ths tourta 
for this purpose. The matter, after 
various processes, finally reached the 
Supreme Court of the State, and after 
arguments pro and con by able lawyers, 
Justloe Beed on Saturday last filed an 
opinion in which be bolds that the fifth 
section of the bill is unconstitutional 
because “It selects for elasslfiestloD 
only each excise commissioners &s were 
then appointed, without Including those 
who were elective. It le further special 
In narrowing the class of appointive 
functionaries to such as were appointed, 
regardless of the possible coming into 
existence of similar appointive ofloers 
in tbe future.” 

The opinion of Justice Beed wan con¬ 
curred in by the other members of the 
Supreme Court present, and as Newark 
Is in ths same position as Jersey City, 
It is believed that ths board rensotiy 
appointed by Judge Ten Eyck, oossist- 
log of four prominent eitlsens of that 
city, will havn ro follow tbe example of 
the new Jersey Olty board and atop 
down and out. It was deslered by ths 
Court that ths knocking out of ths fifth 
section does not Invalidate any other 
•eotlon of the not, 

81noe the appointment of the new 
board in Newark the members have been 
very active in enforcing tbe requirement 
of the “bishops’ bill,” especially that 
section relating to screenless windows 
in tbe saloons on Sunday. The first 
thing they did wae to Increase tbe li¬ 
cense fee from $250 per year to $500, and 
this aroused great opposition among tbe 
saloon-keepers, who declared that their 
business'would not warrant the Increase. 
There Is considerable speculation In 
Newark as to wbat the result of Justice 
Reed’e opinion will be, but it Is gen¬ 
erally predicted that Mayor Doremue 
will now reinstate tbe members of bla 
former board. There le one vasancy. 
caused by tbe resignation of President 
Dickinson when be wae appointed ae a 
member of the reoeotly created Eeeex 
Oounty Tax Board, and there are scores 
of office seekers who are anxious for the 
position.

Tbe Hydrographic Branob of tbe 
United States Geological 8urvey le about 
to begin an Investigation of tbe ground 
waterfl of the Trlassto area of tbe Mid¬ 
dle Atlantic States. This area, which 
occupies a narrow strip In southeastern 
Pennsylvania, broadens toward the 
northeast, pesaing across north-central 
New Jersey into Boekiand county. New 
York. From an Indue trial standpoint 
this is one of the most important re¬ 
gions of tbe United States. Included 
within Its limits are euoh cities ae York, 
Lancaster, Beading, Pottevllle, Trenton, 
Newark, Patereon, Elisabeth and Jersey 
Olty, while Harrisburg Ilea oloee to Its 
northeastern border, and Philadelphia 
1 b but a few miles beyond Its south¬ 
eastern boundary. The rocks of the 
area comprise red sandstone, shale and 
trap, thoroughly cut up by two or more 
systems of intersecting, deeply pene¬ 
trating Joints and fissures, and the water 
le uncertain in occurrence and variable 
lo quantity. Of tbe many attempts to 
procure good waters In this section com 
parattvely few have been very eaeoeae- 
ful, chiefly because the fundamental 
conditions have never been systemati¬ 
cally studied, and hence are practically 
unknown. 

This interstate Investigation by tbe 
United States Geological Survey will 
Include e careful study of the eMeet of 
the joints and fissures on the occurrence 
of the ground water* and the dttermi- 
nation of the depth and inclination of 
the water-bearing bade at each locality. 
Analyses will be made to ascertain the 
character of the waters and their effect, 
favorable or unfavorable, upon steam 
boilers and upon manufactured products 
of vailous kind*. Tbe report on this 
work, which will be published for free 
distribution, will be eminently p yy*M *at 
in character, and the facta will be so 
presented that the average reader can 
readily obtain just the information he 
may desire concerning the ground water 
supplies of any locality.
